Illinois, 
writes che Republican as follows re­ 
garding the spraying of orchards at 
this time: 
The bloom on most varieties of 
apples will be out too tar to spray by 
the last oj this week, and orchardists 
should not do any more -praying un­ 
til the petal" have fallen. 
As soon 
as the bloom drops tiles ss ill want to 
commence spraying with two gallons 
of Lime-Sulphur solution and two 
J sounds of Arsenate of Lead ti* litis 
gallons of svater. 
This is the import­ 
ant spraying for the Codling moth, or 
apple worm, and great care should he 
u"cd to get it applied thoroughly, the 
main f*oiut being to get the spray in­ 
to the bloom ends of the small apples. 
It i" a well known fact that from Hit 
to {fit per cent, of the Codling moths 
enter the small apples at the blos­ 
som ends, aud by getting flu* spray 
into the blossom end" before they 
(dose up you have a store of poison 
laid by as a protection against the 
future work of this pest. 
Thorough 
work with arsenate of lead and lime- 
sulphur aller tin* blossom drops and 
before tin* Calyx end closes up will 
guarantee orchardists apples that are 
free of worms .and af tin* same time 
protect the foliage against other leaf I 
eating insects and apple scab. 
I hope that a few of your orchard-j 
isis will make up their minds to do I 
their work very thoroughly and arni 
sure if (Iii" i" the case that you will 
have demonstration orchards iii your 
section that will show beyond any 
question tin* value of spraying in I 
growing apples, or any (dicer fruit.
